The Board adverted in their last Report to a circular they had issued recom- 
mending the adoption of loans, to be repaid by monthly in place of weekly instal- 
ments, as contemplated by the Legislature in the 28th section of the Act now in 
force. 

It appears by the returns furnished to this office, abstracts of which will be 
found in the Appendix, that 56 Societies have already adopted this system, and 
that the sum of 152,8344 was issued by them during the past year. 

The Board anticipate that the system of montlily loans will continue to in- 
crease. The Rules recommended hy the Board continue to be generally^adtJpred, 
and a system of uniformity more generally to prevail. 

The Board continue to be of tbe opinion expressed in their last Report, that, 
unless under some very peculiar circumstances, provision should be made in the 
Rules of all Societies, that the district should be limited to a radius of five miles, 
and they have accordingly, in most cases, continued to enforce the Rule. 

The Board have reason to conclude that the system of inspection adopted con- 
tinues to be satisfactory, and the results most beneficial to the local Societies. 

Allusion was made in their last Report to the diversity of opinion which existed 
amongst the local Managers respecting the sufficiency of the 4<f., now allowed as 
discount, in place of 6tf., the rate under former Acts. 

The diversity of opinion then alluded to continues to exist, and apprehensions 
have been expressed by some local Managers that the reduced rate will be insuffi- 
cient to secure the depositors from loss; but the Board are not prepared to 
recommend any altei-ation of the law in this respect, being of opinion that, where 
strict economy and good management are exercised, the reduced rate will be 
sufficient to meet all legitimate expenses, provided the capital be borrowed on 
favourable terms. 

Deprecating the system of making profits from one charitable institution for 
the purpose of providing funds in aid of another, it is the desire of the Board to 
cause these institutions to be worked with the sole object of supplying small loans 
to the industrious poor on the lowest possible terms. 

It was with this view the Board strongly recommended to the local Managers, 
in their last Report, the propriety of reducing the interest paid to depositors to 
the current rate of four per cent., staling, at the same time, that even at this rate 
the Loan Funds would be paying their depositors one-fourth more interest than 
the average rate now paid by the Savings Banks. 

An account of the Board’s income and expenditure will be found in the Ap- 
pendix. ^ 

It will be seen that, after paying all expenses of management, and keeping a 
sufficient sum on hand to meet contingencies, the Board have been enabled to 
purchase 2,000/. of Government Stock.

The application to the Treasury upon this subject has been only lately made 
and Its decision thereon has not yet reached the Board ; but they trust thJoT^n ’

The Board, in the peculiar state of the country caused by the extensive failure 
of the potato crop considered it desirable, in the month of February last to issue 
the circular which will be found in the Appendix. The Board have Jea^TIo 
believe their caution has been generally acted upon 

The Board have satisfaction in observing, that although the general circulation 
has increased (having now reached a sum of l,857,457 i ) as comnared with Z 
cirou ation of 1844, there has been a considerable diminution inTe hem o fines 
which they yet trust to see much further reduced. " ^ ’ 

The form of accounts recommended by the Board are now very generally 
adopted, and much improvement in the working has consequently ensued, the 
honorary officers being enabled to keep a much more effectivl check upon theh 
clerks. As a further consequence of tins, the Board have not to notice any of 
those heavy defalcations which seriously crippled some Societies in former yeL 
The Board wish it to be more clearly understood than it appears to be at 
present, that they are m no way responsible for the working of a very large number 
of Societies ,n .Munster and Lonnaught, which are exempted from ail inspection 
or control on the grounds of their having ioans from a Society in London, called 
The Jr*sb-Repjodji /itivfi ^nrietv. 

These Societies, possessing all the priviTeges of regirtered Loan Funds in the 
recovery of loans issued by them, with the additional power of inflicting such 
charges and fines as each Society thinks proper, are by some persons considered to 
be connected with this Board. Ihis is a misconception. These Societies are 
granted all the privileges of, but exempted from the general control provided by 
the Statute. I he Loan Lund Board possesses no control whatever over these 
Societies, and, therefore, is in no way responsible for their operations.
